CITY OF BROOKSVILLE 
ORDINANCE # 14-T-l 

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE 
ASSESSMENT, LEVY AND COLLECTION OF CITY 
AD VALOREM PROPERTY TAXES AND FIXING 
INTEREST AND PENALTIES FOR DELINQUENT 
TAXES FOR THE CITY OF BROOKSVILLE, 
KENTUCKY FOR THE YEAR 2014-2015 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF 
BROOKSVILLE, KENTUCKY: 

10. )That the assessment of real and personal property 
for property situated within the City of Brooksville, 
Kentucky, made and returned by the Bracken County 
Property Valuation Administrator and equalized and 
returned by the County Board of Supervisors and the tax 
book listing, said assessments certified by the Kentucky 
Department of Revenue pursuant to KRS 136.180, 
as the assessment of all taxable property in the City of 
Brooksville, subject to taxation at the rate fixed herein, is 
hereby adopted. 

11. ) That for the use and benefit of the General Fund 
of the City of Brooksville, Kentucky for its Fiscal year 
ending June 30, 2015 there are hereby levied ad valorem 
property taxes of $.0370 on each $100.00 valuation of real 
property taxable by the City of Brooksville, and $.095 
on each $100.00 valuation of tangible personal property 
taxable by the City. 

12. )That for purposes of this ordinance, property 
shall be defined as all real and personal property within 
the corporate limits of the City of Brooksville, Kentucky 
on January 1, 2014 except for that property exempt by 
statute or subject only to taxation by the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, and includes all personal property of persons 
domiciled or actually residing in the City on January 1, 
2014. 

13. )“Real Property” includes all lands within the City 
of Brooksville and improvements thereon. “Personal 
Property” includes every species and character of property, 
tangible and intangible, other than real property. 

14. )That all monies received from all sources, except 
as otherwise provided herein, including but not limited to 
returns, fines, licenses, proprietary funds, franchise fees, 
interest and forfeitures or penalties shall be paid into 
the General Fund for general expenses, debt retirement 
and capital improvements incidental to the operation of 
municipal governments. 

15. )All City ad valorem property taxes are due and 
payable on November 1, 2014 in accordance with KRS 
92.590, and are delinquent after December 31,2014. There 
shall be a 2% discount if paid before November 1, 2014. 
A 2% penalty shall be added after December 31,2014 and 
a penalty of 10% is imposed upon all ad valorem taxes 
which are not paid on or before January 31, 2015 unless 
the delinquent date is extended by municipal order of the 
City Council. In addition to the above penalty, unpaid and 
delinquent ad valorem taxes shall bear interest at the rate 
of 6% per annum beginning January 1, 2015 until paid. 

16. )That all the foregoing taxes, penalties and 
interest shall be collected by the City Clerk/Treasurer and 
accounted for according to law. 

17. )The invalidation of any part of this Ordinance 
shall not affect validity of any other part hereof and all 
ordinances, municipal orders, executive orders and 
resolutions in conflict herewith are repealed to the extent 
of such conflict. 

18. )This Ordinance shall take effect from and after its 
adoption, approval and publication as provided by law.

The Invisible Soliders, How 
America Outsourced Our Security 


Ann Hagedom, the au¬ 
thor of Beyond the River the 
story of the Rankins and the 
Underground Railroad in 
Ripley and surrounding ar¬ 
eas and Wild Ride , the rise 
and fall of Calumet Farms in 
Kentucky, will be speaking 
and signing her new book at 
the Ripley Library on Sun¬ 
day October 5 th at 2:00 p.m. 

Her latest book, released 
on August 19 th is titled The 
Invisible Soldiers, How 
America Outsourced Our Se¬ 
curity. This is the story of the 
privatization of America’s 
national security and the rise 
of a bold new industry of 
private military and security 
companies - how and why it 
happened and why all Amer¬ 
icans should be concerned. 

Not too long ago there 
were no private military and 
security companies; there 
were only mercenaries. Now 
private security is a bona fide 
industry that has become 
indispensable to American 
foreign and military policy. 
The pivotal moment in this 
story came when the United 
States found itself in a pro¬ 
longed war with Iraq and the 
Bush administration had to 
rely on private security con¬ 
tractors to supplement the 
military. Private contractors 
eventually exceeded tradi¬ 
tional troops in what some 
now regard as America’s first 
contractor war. The industry 
then exploring a vast array 
of new markets for its armed 
and unarmed security and 
defense services. 

Private contractors now 
assist U.S. forces in combat 
operations and replace them 
after the military withdraws 
from combat zones; they 
guard our embassies; they 
play key roles in U.S. coun¬ 
ter terrorism strategies; and 
Homeland Security often 
depends on them. Their ser¬ 
vices include maritime se¬ 
curity, police training, drone 



operations, cyber security, 
and intelligence analysis (as 
Edward Snowden has re¬ 
vealed). Other countries and 
even the United Nations em¬ 
ploy them. As they expand 
their markets, private secu¬ 
rity firms are becoming wild 
cards of global policy. 

Ann Hagedom introduc¬ 
es us to a former mercenary 
who now mns a successful 
security company and a U.S. 
Army general who worries 
that as the industry spreads 
globally American contrac¬ 
tors could one day be fighting 
American troops. Hagedorn 
describes an international 
initiative that has spent near¬ 
ly a decade seeking effective 
ways to monitor companies 
that broker these men with 
guns.

BRACKEN FISCAL COURT NOTICE 

There will be a public hearing regarding Ordinance 14-003 amendments relating 
to Horse Trail Regulations October 8,2014 at 10 a.m. in the courtroom of the Bracken 
County Courthouse, 116 West Miami Street, Brooksville, KY. 

The Second Reading of Ordinance will immediately follow at the Bracken County 
Fiscal Court meeting. 

Full Text of Ordinance is as follows: 

ORDINANCE OF THE FISCAL COURT OF 
BRACKEN COUNTY 
ORDINANCE NUMBER: 14-003 

An ordinance enabling law enforcement to cite or charge persons trespassing on or 
damaging the property set aside by Bracken County and The Industrial Authority for use 
as a Public Trail. 

WHEREAS, the Bracken County Fiscal Court is authorized as the Legislative Body 
of Bracken County to implement certain Ordinances imposing criminal sanctions for acts 
deemed in violation of the public good; and 

WHEREAS, The Industrial Authority and The Bracken County Fiscal Court has 
determined that the property described in the attached “Addendum A” and “Addendum B” 
shall be used as a public multi-use non motorized recreational Public Trail; and 

WHEREAS, The Industrial Authority and The Bracken County Fiscal Court have been 
required to enter into “Deed Restrictions” relating to the property described in the attached 
“Addendum A” and “Addendum B“; and 

WHEREAS, The Industrial Authority and The Bracken County Fiscal Court wish to 
comply with the “Deed Restrictions”, to keep the Trail reasonable safe for Public Use and 
to protect the Trail from deterioration and damage; and 

WHEREAS, the Bracken Fiscal Court has determined that in order to protect and 
safeguard the property and to protect the health, safety and welfare of its citizens the within 
Ordinance is required. 

NOW THEREFORE, be it ordained by the Fiscal Court of the County of Bracken, 
Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

SECTION ONE 

The Real Estate described in the Attached “Addendum A” and shown in the attached 
“Addendum B” shall be set aside for use as a public multi-use non motorized recreational 
Public Trail. Trails shall be instructed on this land in conformity with plans established for 
that particular purpose. The property covered by this Ordinance shall consist of not only 
the Trails themselves but also all property described in the attached “Addendum A” and 
“Addendum B“. 

SECTION TWO 

It shall be unlawful for any person to enter upon any portion of the real estate described 
in the attached “Addendum A” on any type of motorized vehicle or structure unless said 
person is authorized by The Bracken Fiscal Court in it‘s minutes, Bracken Judge- Executive 
in writing or with approval of The Industrial Authority at a regular or special meeting and 
said approval is set forth in the Authority minutes. Also exempt from this provision would 
be any and all law enforcement officials while acting in their official capacity and any 
emergency medical personnel acting in their official capacity. 

SECTION THREE 

It shall be unlawful for any person to enter upon any portion of the real estate described 
in the attached “Addendum A” at any time that the Trails are closed to public use unless 
said person is authorized by The Bracken Fiscal Court in it‘s minutes, Bracken Judge- 
Executive in writing or with approval of The Industrial Authority at a regular or special 
meeting and said approval is set forth in the Authority minutes. Also exempt from this 
provision would be any and all law enforcement officials while acting in their official 
capacity and any emergency medical personnel acting in their official capacity. 

SECTION FOUR 

In addition to or in lieu of any other legal prohibition, it shall be unlawful for any 
person to damage the ground itself, any plants or trees and/or any structures upon the 
property described in the attached “Addendum A” (plat in “Addendum B”) unless such 
acts are authorized by The Bracken Fiscal Court in it‘s minutes, Bracken Judge- Executive 
in writing or with approval of The Industrial Authority at a regular or special meeting and 
said approval is set forth in the Authority minutes. Also exempt from this provision would 
be any and all law enforcement officials while acting in their official capacity and any 
emergency medical personnel acting in their official capacity, if such acts were necessary 
under the circumstances. 

SECTION FIVE 

The property described in the attached ’’Addendum A” (plat in “Addendum B’) shall 
be posted in an effort to give Notice of the area covered by this Ordinance, however, all 
persons are placed on Notice that the land around the property described in “Addendum 
A” is either privately owned or owned by The Industrial Authority and may also constitute 
trespass. 

SECTION SIX 

Any person violating Section Three, Section Four or Section Five of this ordinance, 
may be issued a citation by the Bracken County Sheriff or any other law enforcement 
officer. Upon conviction, a fine of not less than twenty-five ($25.00) dollars nor more 
than one hundred ($100.00) dollars shall be assessed for each occurrence. Upon a second 
offense by any person of any violation and conviction of Section Three, Section Four or 
Section Five there shall be imposed a fine of not less than one hundred ($100.00) dollars 
nor more than two hundred and fifty ($250.00) dollars for each occurrence. Upon a third 
or subsequent offense by any person of any violation and conviction of Section Three, 
Section Four or Section Five there shall be imposed a fine of not less than of two hundred 
and fifty dollars ($250.00) dollars nor more than one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars for each 
occurrence and any motorized vehicle in possession of said violator shall be forfeited to 
Bracken County or the State of Kentucky as the Court shall determine. 

In addition to all costs and fines imposed, any person causing any damage upon the 
real estate described in “Addendum A” (“Addendum B” Plat) shall make full restitution 
for any and all damages. 

SECTION SEVEN 

Definition of Law Enforcement Official. This term shall have its ordinary meaning 
in this Ordinance, but shall also include “Animal Control Officer”, “Official of Fish and 
Wildlife”, and any Enforcement Officer hired by Bracken County to enforce this and other 
Ordinances. 

SECTION EIGHT 

Should any section or provision of this ordinance be declared invalid by a court of 
competent jurisdiction for any reason, such declaration shall not invalidate, or adversely 
affect, the remainder of this ordinance. 

SECTION NINE 

This Ordinance shall be full force and effect from and after its passage, publication and 
recording, according to law. 

The first reading of this ordinance took place on Sept. 10, 2014

During the forest fire 
hazard seasons, even though 
the precautions required by 
KRS 149.375 have been taken, 
it is unlawful for any person 
to: set fire to, or to procure 
another to set fire to, any 
flammable material capable 
of spreading fire, located in 
or within one hundred fifty 
feet (150’) of any woodland 
or brushland, except between 
the hours of 6 p.m. and 6 a.m., 
prevailing local time, or when 
the ground is covered with 
snow. 

Remember, all fires 
should be attended until 
extinguished.

CITY OF AUGUSTA 
ORDINANCE NO. 2014-4 

AN ORDINANCE ALLOWING MAYORAL 
ADJUSTMENTS OF GAS RATES TO REFLECT 
MARKET FLUCTUATIONS, AND ESTABLISHING 
A MAXIMUM FRANCHISE FEE THEREON, AND 
REPEALING ALL OTHER ORDINANCES IN 
CONFLICT HEREWITH TO THE EXTENT OF 
SUCH CONFLICT 

Whereas, the Augusta City Council has made the 
determination that it is impractical to adjust the natural 
gas rates by ordinance each time the market fluctuates, and 
wishes to continue to vest such power in the Mayor, and 
the Augusta City Council specifically establishes herein 
a franchise fee which incorporates a certain maximum 
margin between the rates billed and the expenses incurred 
by the City of Augusta in providing such utility services 
to the public; 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
CITY OF AUGUSTA, KENTUCKY AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION I 

a. The Mayor of Augusta is hereby authorized 
to adjust natural gas rates to reflect market fluctuations, 
and such authorization shall substitute for an Ordinance 
setting such rates, until such time as Augusta City Council 
may amend or revoke this Ordinance, provided however, 
that there shall be reflected in all such subsequent billed 
rates, beginning with the bills reflecting an entire billing 
period subsequent to enactment hereof, recovered by 
the City as a franchise fee for providing said service a 
maximum franchise fee of twenty-eight (28%) percent in 
excess of the actual costs and expenses incurred by the 
City in providing such service to the public, and such gas 
shall be billed at the minimum rate of $9.10 per MCF for 
0-9,999,999 CF feet used within the City limits of the City 
of Augusta, and at the minimum rate of $9.25 per MCF for 
0-9,999,999 CF feet used outside of the City limits of the 
City of Augusta, such rates, when applied as minimums, 
to be inclusive of said franchise fee. 

b. The Augusta City Clerk shall, promptly and 
regularly, and at least on a monthly basis, advise the 
Mayor as to the costs of providing the gas service so the 
Mayor may, through adjustment of the gas rates, maintain 
recovery of the City of Augusta costs and expenses 
incurred in the provision of such service in addition to the 
franchise fee, as set forth above. 

SECTION II - Severability 

The invalidation of any part of this Ordinance shall 
not affect the validity of any other part hereof. 

SECTION III - Effective Date 

This ordinance shall be in full force and effect upon the 
adoption, recordation and publication of this Ordinance as 
required by law.

CITY OF AUGUSTA 
ORDINANCE NO. 2014-T-5 

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE ASSESSMENT, LEVY & 
COLLECTION OF CITY AD VALOREM PROPERTY TAXES AND FIXING 
INTEREST AND PENALTIES FOR DELINQUENT TAXES FOR THE CITY OF 
AUGUSTA, KENTUCKY FOR THE YEAR ENDING JUNE 30TH, 2015. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF AUGUSTA, KENTUCKY as follows: 

1. That the assessment of real and personal property for property situated within the 
City of Augusta, Kentucky, made and returned by the Bracken County Property Valuation 
Administrator and equalized and returned by the County Board of Supervisors and the tax 
book listing said assessments certified by the Kentucky Department of Revenue pursuant 
to K.R.S. 136.180, as the assessment of all taxable property in the City of Augusta subject 
to taxation at the rates(s) fixed herein, is hereby adopted. 

2. That for the use and benefit of the General Fund of the City of Augusta, Kentuckyfor 
its fiscal year ending June 30th, 2015, there are hereby levied ad valorem property taxes of 
.299 on each $ 100.00 valuation of real property taxable by the City of Augusta and .509 
on each $100.00 valuation of tangible personal property by the City. 

3. That for the operation and maintenance of recreational facilities within the City of 
Augusta, pursuant to Ordinance 91-T-2, there is hereby levied an ad valorem tax of .0449 
of each $100.00 valuation of real property taxable by the City of Augusta, and .074 on each 
$100.00 of tangible personal property taxable by the City of Augusta, except bank deposits 
(Franchise Tax) which are not taxed for this purpose. 

4. That for the operation and maintenance of library facilities within the City of Augusta, 
Kentucky, pursuant to Ordinance 80-18 there is hereby levied an ad valorem tax of .0449 
of each $100.00 valuation of real property taxable by the City of Augusta, and .074 on each 
$100.00 of tangible personal property taxable by the City of Augusta, except bank deposits 
(Franchise Tax) which are not taxed for this purpose. 

5. That for the purposes of this Ordinance property shall be defined as all real and personal 
property within the corporate limits of the City of Augusta, Kentucky on January 1st, 2014 
except for property exempt by statute or subject only to taxation by the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky and includes all personal property of persons domiciled or actually residing 
within the City on January 1st, 2014. 

6. “Real Property” includes all lands within the City of Augusta and improvements 
thereon. “Personal Property” includes every species and character of property, tangible and 
intangible, other than real property. 

7. That all monies received from all sources, except as otherwise provided herein, 
including, but not limited to returns, fines, proprietary funds, franchise fees, interest and 
forfeiture or penalties shall be paid into the General Fund for general expenses, debt retirement 
and capital improvements incidental to the operation of municipal governments. 

8. All city ad valorem property taxes are due and payable on November 1st, 2014, in 
accordance with K.R.S. 92.590 and are delinquent on December 31st, 2014, unless the 
delinquent date is extended by Municipal Order of the City Council. A discount of 2% will 
be allowed if paid in full by October 31st, 2014. A penalty of 5% will be assessed if paid 
after December 31st, 2014, and a penalty of 21% will be assessed if paid after January 31st, 
2015. In addition to the above penalties, unpaid and delinquent ad valorem taxes shall bear 
interest at the rate of 12% per annum beginning January 1st, 2015 until paid. 

9. That should any such taxes become delinquent, the City of Augusta shall be entitled 
to recover its reasonable attorney’s fees incurred in attempting to cure said delinquency 
(which shall include but not be limited to attorney’s fees incurred relating to the filing of 
municipal tax liens and the release of same upon payment of all of the sums owed; and 
attorney’s fees incurred in the preparation and filing of pleadings in a tax collection action 
brought by the City or other unit of government, or of pleadings filed in a foreclosure action 
brought by another entity or individual concerning the subject real property), and such 
attorney’s fees shall also be paid over to the City Clerk in addition to the delinquent taxes 
before said delinquency shall be considered cured. 

10. That all foregoing taxes, penalties and interest and attorney’s fees shall be collected 
by the City Clerk/Treasurer and accounted for according to law. 

11. The invalidation of any part of this ordinance shall not affect the validity of any 
other part hereof. 

12. This ordinance shall be in full force and effect upon its adoption, recordation and 
publication as required by law.

Panthers Gain 
Exposure on KY 
Horse Park Course 

On Saturday, September 
20, Augusta’s cross country 
team partook in the Franklin 
County Invitational hosted 
at the Kentucky Horse Park 
in Lexington, home of the 
KHSAA State Cross Coun¬ 
try Championship in No¬ 
vember. 

The Horse Park is 
known as a tougher course, 
so it is not often a course 
where personal records are 
set, and it’s not even uncom¬ 
mon for times to increase 
slightly. 228 boys toed the 
start line for the varsity 
race. Mitchell Poynter of 
Tippecanoe High School, 
the first place team in the 
race, finished first in 15:50. 
Leading the Panthers was 
Camryn Snapp, placing 30 th 
running a 17:34. Augusta’s 
other finishers were Rhys 
Todd (20:50), David Reed 
(21:27), Jon Barrett (24:25), 
and Adam Sallee (30:29). 
In the 3K Race, Seth Fouts 
finished in 12:18, just 13 
seconds behind his season 
best and over a minute bet¬ 
ter than his performance at 


last year’s meet. 

The primary reason 
for the team running in the 
meet was so runners could 
gain some familiarity on the 
course should they qualify 
for the state championship 
meet. Snapp was the only 
runner who had run the var¬ 
sity course before. Reed and 
Todd had only run on the 
3K course as middle school 
runners, while Barrett and 
Sallee had never run at the 
Horse Park. Even though 
times increased from the pre¬ 
vious week, Coach Litteral 
saw the meet on the more 
difficult course as more of a 
learning experience. 

Next up for Augusta is 
the Walton Verona Invita¬ 
tional this Saturday. In this 
race, the Panthers four fresh¬ 
men will run in the junior 
varsity race to see how they 
compare to runners more in 
their age range, while Snapp 
will be the sole Panther in the 
varsity race and Fouts will 
be the typical sole runner 
in the boys’ middle school 
race. The boys’ JV race is 
scheduled for 9:15 a.m.; 
boys’ varsity at 10:45 a.m., 
and boys’ middle school at 
noon.

Chapman score on Shock and 
Disbelief meter: 9.0; SI brains 
are bubbling 

One can almost hear edi¬ 
torial brain cells bubbling at 
Sports Illustrated. Plans spin¬ 
ning for the next hot rehab story. 
Make that a series. 

Title? How I Lost My Way 
and Journey back from Bad Be¬ 
havior. Subjects: - Ray Rice 
and Adrian Peterson and what¬ 
ever name Metta World Peace 
is using these days, and Rex 
Chapman. 

Rex Chapman! A thief? On 
a Shock and Disbelief meter this 
one rates a 9.0. 

But there it was in fuzzy 
black and white, a stark and re¬ 
signed, almost pleading stare. 
Rex Chapman in standard po¬ 
lice mug shot. 

Dateline Scottsdale, Ari¬ 
zona September 19, police 
spokesman Mark Clark told me¬ 
dia that managers at an Apple 
electronics store “alerted police 
to the thefts in August and mul¬ 
tiple employees recognized the 
thief as Chapman ‘based on his 
previous celebrity status as an 
NBA basketball player.’ ” 

Arrested for allegedly tak¬ 
ing $ 14,000-worth of items to 
a pawn shop and selling them. 
Booked on nine counts of orga¬ 
nized retail theft and five counts 
of trafficking in stolen property, 
all felonies, Rex Chapman. 

The news in Kentucky is 
another blow-to-the-brain for 
the good-hearted across our 
state who revere basketball he¬ 
roes. Good folks who’ve already 
been slapped in their collective 
face by a Dan Issel bankruptcy; 
Derrick Miller, then Ed Daven- 
der, then Richie Farmer gone to 
prison. 

The fall of one-time won¬ 
der boy Chapman is more than 
sad, it’s hateful news. The kind 
that fuels anger and resignation 
we normally expect from nega¬ 
tive-attack politicians desperate 
to get elected. 

Pinnacle to puzzling 

I believe, the pinnacle of 
Chapman’s basketball life hap¬ 


pened before the nickname King 
Rex (bad idea) stuck. Before the 
celebrity and fame, and before 
big money too. 

Winter 1985-86, Chapman 
and his Owensboro Apollo team 
made a 32-minute showtime, 
sailed through a 25-5 season. 
The Skinny One high jumped 
opponents, floated down the 
lane, was ball-in-hand magical, 
a veritable wizard. The Skinny 
One made college recruiters 
drool, NBA scouts too. 

In spring 1986, after pock¬ 
eting a Mr. Basketball Award, 
things began to go south. Here 
came the ugliness. Skin color 
and show-me-the-money. Bas¬ 
ketball was business. 

V Chapman wanted to play 
for Denny Crum at Louisville, 
but was persuaded his economic 
future would be better served at 
Kentucky. Two years on, at 21, 
he would be rich, eighth pick 
in the NBA Draft by Charlotte 
who would average 16.9 points 
as a rookie. 

V In 1986 UK returned 
three starters from a 32-4 sea¬ 
son. Leading scorer the follow¬ 
ing season (18-11), freshman 
Chapman. His media share 
spawned hints of team discord 
and resentment. 

V Following year, with 
NCAA sanctions imminent, and 
suffocating hero-worship and 
grumblings about his dating 
habits, Chapman led the 25-5 
Wildcats with 19 points a game. 
He left UK. 

Then, strangely, a string of 
puzzling remarks from Wonder 
Boy left some of scratching our 
heads. 

V In 2005 Chapman uttered 
his first absurdity - that Allan 
Houston and Derek Anderson 
were overlooked by Kentucky 
sportswriters in high school be¬ 
cause they were black. 

V Turning darkly, he told 
a reporter his going to UK was 
seen as “the great white hope.” 

In truth, Houston, two-time 
all-state and Mr. Basketball 
in 1989, seldom saw a Louis¬ 
ville newspaper or television 
news cycle without his name 


included. Wade Houston’s kid 
was praised by media then and 
arguably still rates as the finest 
high school player in Kentucky 
history. 

Anderson, a star at Doss 
High, was like a long list of in¬ 
state high schoolers before and 
since, labeled too skinny and 
a ‘tweener by coaches at UK 
and UofL. He signed with Ohio 
State, transferred to Kentucky 
and earned his way to fame, 
prosperity and a UK degree in 
pharmacy. 

And his great-white-hope 
idea was a cynical notion from 
a minority of miserable racists 
he chose to validate. 

Chapman’s assessments 
were, to be kind, puzzling. 

Fast forward to March, 
2014. Chapman’s mouth went 
flapping again. Citing a reli¬ 
able source, he guaranteed the 
next Los Angeles Lakers coach 
would be John Calipari. When 
media scrutiny grew hot, Chap¬ 
man retreated and went silent. 

Then came August in 
Scottsdale. Chapman allegedly 
started stealing things. His ar¬ 
rest last week, the shame and 
embarrassment that comes with 
it, is hard to swallow. 

But, wait for it: Redefini¬ 
tion of Kentucky’s wonder boy 
- Sports Illustrated big seller in, 
say, 2018.

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Frankfort Focus 

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 



At first glance, it may 
seem odd that September 
is National Preparedness 
Month, since it usually is one 
of the quieter periods of the 
year for natural disasters. 

At the same time, that 
welcome pause between 
stormy seasons actually 
makes it perfect to review 
just how ready we are for 
Mother Nature at her worst. 

Kentucky, of course, is 
no stranger to these events. 
Between Feb. 2008 and 
March 2012, for example, 
we endured a dozen presi- 
dentially declared disasters, 
including the biggest one in 
our modern history: the 2009 
ice storm that caused two 
dozen deaths across the state. 
The Public Service Commis¬ 
sion estimated the damage 
to our utilities alone topped 
$250 million. 

Monetarily, our biggest 
disaster was arguably the 
1937 flood, which put all of 
the Ohio River towns under 
water, including Maysville 
and Augusta. It caused more 
than $4 billion in losses when 
adjusted for inflation. 

As large as the numbers 
above are, they pale against 
what we would undoubtedly 
see if the New Madrid fault 
line caused earthquakes like 
those that struck just west of 
Kentucky in 1811-12. 

They rang church bells 
in Boston, caused the Missis¬ 
sippi River to run backward 
and were the reason Con¬ 
gress authorized the nation’s 
first federal aid package to 
help those affected get back 
on their feet. 

It’s worth noting that the 
worst earthquake with an 
epicenter in Kentucky is not 
particularly close to the New 
Madrid fault line. That trem¬ 
or occurred in 1980 in Bath 
County, and for comparison, 
it was about 200 times small¬ 
er than those that happened 
in the early 1800s. Even so, 
it did cause some damage; in 
Maysville, for example, the 
figure exceeded $1 million. 

The state’s latest haz¬ 
ard mitigation plan gives us 
more insight into other prob¬ 
lems that plague Kentucky.

Consider that only four states 
are more affected by sink¬ 
holes, which played a major 
role early this year when one 
opened up beneath a large 
section of Bowling Green’s 
National Corvette Museum. 
Our karst topography is the 
reason Mammoth Cave is the 
world’s longest by far and 
why we have nearly a fifth of 
the biggest cave systems in 
the United States. 

Wildfires are another ma¬ 
jor problem we face, largely 
because we unfortunately 
have the South’s highest ar¬ 
son rate. Overall, Kentucky 
averages 1,500 wildfires a 
year, and they burn about 
38,000 acres annually. Dur¬ 
ing the past decade, they have 
also destroyed about 270 
homes and other structures 
valued at $4.1 million, and in 
the last five or so years, they 
caused at least five deaths. 

Given the range of disas¬ 
ters we face, it should come 
as no surprise that our first 
responders are constantly 
training and coordinating 
with other agencies. That 
includes determining what 
should be done in such sce¬ 
narios as a major earthquake, 
an act of terrorism, a school 
shooting or a major outbreak 
of disease. In May, pharma¬ 
cists and others trained with 
a mobile pharmacy to make 
sure that medicine would be 
available anywhere state¬ 
wide if necessary. 

Our universities are do¬ 
ing their part as well. Last 
week, we broke ground on 
Murray State University’s 
updated Breathitt Veteri¬ 
nary Center, which has long 
played a frontline role in 
catching potential problems 
with our livestock. 

Eastern Kentucky Uni¬ 
versity, meanwhile, began 
offering a Homeland Se¬ 
curity bachelor’s degree in 
2007, and the University of 


Louisville has the Center for 
Predictive Medicine, home 
to one of 13 labs across the 
country being used to better 
protect against biological at¬ 
tacks. 

In Frankfort, Governor 
Beshear created the Coun¬ 
cil for Community Recov¬ 
ery and Resiliency this past 
July. It’s designed to help 
communities prepare for and 
respond to natural disasters, 
and has representatives from 
a wide array of state and lo¬ 
cal government agencies. 

During this year’s leg¬ 
islative session, the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly strengthened 
protections for licensed en¬ 
gineers and architects who 
voluntarily provide expertise 
at the scene of a declared di¬ 
saster. This legislation will 
better ensure they are not li¬ 
able for helping, as long as 
it has been requested by of¬ 
ficials and the professionals 
act in good faith. 

Two other new laws will 
help Kentuckians with an¬ 
other type of disaster: cyber¬ 
terrorism. In this case, these 
laws lay out what steps must 
be taken if local or state gov¬ 
ernment or a private compa¬ 
ny has personal information 
such as credit card numbers 
stolen or otherwise made 
public. 

If you are aware of a 
crime or any issue affecting 
homeland security, and it’s 
not an emergency, the state 
maintains a toll-free tip line 
to report suspicious activity. 
That number is 1-866-EYE- 
ON-KY (1-866-393-6659).
